As Gray was 
reviewing the Carter briefing material for the first time 
during the interview. Gray stated that this information seemed 
to be Carter campaign issues and the only use he could.foresee 
of such briefing material would be using it as a check list. 
Gray further characterized the briefing papers as being 
information that even a good eigth grade civic student should 
know.
